Trade dollars 


July presentation 

The Trade dollar is one of the shortest lived series of 
U.S. coins minted for circulation (July 1873 to April 
1878), and one of the largest dollar coins minted, Ste¬ 
phen Petty will discuss the basis for the origin of this 
coin along with specifics of both mint state and proof 
coins in this series. Across all dates and mint marks 
nearly 36 million were produced. Most of the Trade 
dollars were shipped to the Orient, where they were 
often chop-marked to validate their silver content. 
Until the past 40 to 50 years these coins were rarely 
collected; thus between shipping offshore and melting, 
many of the dates have become relatively rare. 

As part of his presentation, Mr, Petty will cover the 
history of the Trade dollar, populations minted and 
surviving, varieties and rarities in the series. 

June presentation 

John R. . gave the second part of his presentation 
on coinage of the Scleucid Kingdom (311 BC to 63 
BC). 

One coin, he said, - a posthumous silver tetradrachm 
of Philip I Philadelphos (30-29 BC) - was likely used 
to pay Roman troops under Octavian as they invaded 
Egypt. That campaign famously ended with the sui¬ 
cides of Antony and Cleopatra.
